Lo[Tit)vn.LH. Ky., July 1-1.— The atate 


National Domocratic party was called 
to order by Hon. A. J. Carroll this 
morning. In his opening remarks Mr. 
Carroll made it clear that the issue was 
forced upon and accepted by those who 
were for tbe conscientious principle un- 
alterably opposed to the "free silver de- 
luaiOD." 


Mr. Carroll introduced Hon. Jamea 


Simme of Bowling Green as temporary 
chairman. 


While letters and telegrams from J. 


Sterling Morton, ex*aecretary of agricul- 
ture, and other prominent men were 
being read, General 
Simon Bolivar 


Buckner made hie appearance and waa 
cheered aa he marched down the isle. 


United States Senator Lindsay, for 


whom there had been repeated calls, 
waa here introduced and soon had his 
auditors in a glowine mood on account 
of the vigorous manner, well tinged at 
times with hnmor, in which he waded 
into tbe very depth1 of tbe financial 
question and set in bold relief the 
fallacies as he saw them of the 16 to 1 
Democrats, lie handled Senator Jonea, 
the Populist senator from Nevada, with- 
out mercy for allying himself 
with 


Kepublicans and thus blocking legisla- 
tion, which tbu speaker eaid waa most 
essential to tbe financial good of tike 
country. 
Into this he 
woaved 
in 


luilicroufl style a play in the name of 
Jones, caying, "We are told that the 
tarifl on wool will not bo reduced be- 
cause Jones says it will not. We are 
told that the tax on white pine lumber 
will not bo advanced because Joiiea says 
it won't, uml he knows." 


Hun. Henry Watttireon followed Son- 


ator Lindsay. He said in part:

At the conclusion of Mr. Wattercon'a 


speech the resolutiona, which had by 
thia Uino been formulated, were read by 
Hon. W. P. Breckinridge. The senti- 
ment revealed in these resolutions lound 
the fulluBt approbation and tho unani- 
mous adoption followed with an old 
time Kentucky heartiness. 


The resolutions recite that tbe Na- 


tional Democracy of Kentucky cordially 
approves the action taken last year, re- 
sulting in the Indianapolis convention 
and the name of General Palmer and 
Buckner, and re-aflirmiitg allegiance to 
the principles and policies expressed in 
tbe Indianapolis platform. 


They reaffirm 
the 
pledge of the 


Democratic party, that wnen entrusted 
with federal power it will enact such 
laws as will produce sulllcient revenue 
and framed for revenue only, levying 
necessary taxea only and with impar- 
tiality and without bounties, bonuses or 
favors. 


The financial plank is as follows : We 


denounce the free and unlimited coin- 
ago of silver as inevitably producing si - 
ver monometallism, and we advocate a 
gold standard and the coinage of silver 
to tbo requirements of commerce as of- 
fering the only means ol maintaining 
bimetallism, and denounce any attempt 
to fix tho ratio between the metals ar- 
bitrarily by law without reference to 
their commercial value OB unsafe aud 
dangerous to public welfare find private 
interests. 


The resolutions conclude with a dec- 


laration for the enforcement of law and 
order, and commendation ol ttie late 
Democratic administration,

Crawford of Newport, Ky., was this 
afternoon elected president of the Na- 
tional Republican League. 
While the 


contest for the presidency had all tbe ap- 
pearance of a close struggle, the result 
can scarcely bo eaid to have been in 
doubt. Two ballots by states were taken, 
Tho result of the second ballot was not 
announced because Mr. Crawford's op- 
ponents all went over to him and made 
U unanimous boforo the figures were 
added up. 


According to the indications, M. J. 


Dowling will tomorrow be elected uecre- 
tury, which will complete the leading 
Blatuof Crawford, Dowling and Omaha 
for tbe next convention. 


There was no contest over resolutions, 


the expected wish of colored delegates 
for the addition of anti-lynching decla- 
ration beine willingly granted.

fctesolutioii of Thaiiks to Preside lit 


McKiuley for the Appointment

10 o'clock thia morning tho delegates to 
the ninth session of tho Traua-Miassis- 
eipjii congreas began to make their way 
to the assembly hall in Temple pant, 
whurn the congress was to convene at 
11.30.

The Governor delivered aii address of 
welcome. 


At tbe afternoon session a message 


was received from lion. W. J, Bryan, 
saying that he would arrive tomorrow 
morning. The reading of the message 
waa greeted with applause. 


Pending the arrival of Mr. Dryan tbe 


congress elected for temporary chair- 
man liugh Craig, president of tbe San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce. Mr. 
Craig made a speech in which he stated 
that California appreciated the honor of 
having one of tier delegates act for Mr. 
Bryan during his absence. 


A number of resolutions were pre- 


sented and referred to appropriate com- 
mittees, the principal one being intro- 
duced by tbe California delegation, urg- 
ing tbu creation of a department of 
mines and mining.

WITH INTENT TO KILL 


ANTON BDHOLB SHOOTS AT SIG- 


JIUNI) BBAYEBUAN. 


The Latter Returns tlie Fire With 


Fatal Result— Held to 


Answer. 


SAN FBANCIHCO, July 14.— Sigmund L. 


Braverman, a diamond dealer doing 
business at 121 Post atreet, shot and 
fatally wounded Anton Burgle, a wel 
known reBtau ran tour, this morning aa 
tho result of a quarrel over money mat- 
ters. 


Braverman levied an attachment upon 


Burgle'a restaurant on Geary street, and 
the latter visited the jeweler's ollice 
about 11 o'clock with the avowed pur- 
pose of avenging this act. 


Belore Braverman waa aware of his 


intentions Burgle fired at him with a re- 
volver, the bullet grazing his bead. 


The jeweler ran to tbe rear of his 


ollice and armed himself, Burgle in the 
meanwhile firing two more shots at him. 


Braverman then returned tbe tire five 


times, three bulleta taking effect. 


One struck Burgle in the abdomen, 


another lodged in his loft thigh and a 
third entered his left temple. 


The injured man, who Appeared to be 


under tho influence of liquor, was con- 
veyed to the receiving hospital and 
liraverman was placed under arrest. 


The latter escaped with a few alight 


cuts on his head.

SENATE IN A DEADLOCK 


Over Harris' Paciiic Roads 


Resolution. 


MEETING OF TARIFF CONFEREES 


No Immediate Prospect of Agree- 


ment oil Some of the More 


Im.wrtuiit Schedules. 


WAtmi.WTON, July 14.— The senate 


was in deadlock for several hours today, 
with business at a standstill, while 
calls of the senate roll calls and other 
play expedients wore reaorted to. It 
was due to the effort to secure action on 
the resolutions of Mr. Harris of Kansas 
designed to prevent the disposal of the 
government Hen on tbe Union Pacific 
rai way under tbe terms of an alleged 
agreement. There were many roll calls 
on Mr. Harris1 motion to consider the 
resolution, quorums appearing and dis- 
appearing, and from 12 to 5 o'clock not 
a final vote on the motion was secured, 
!t finally went over until tomorrow. 


was passed allowing tba sculptor of the 
Sherman statue to erect a etudio near 
tbe eight of the statue. This afforded 
a text for florae stricture by Mr. Morgan 
on the deadlock which had occurred. 
Che senate bad a patriotic duty to per- 
form. The 
pending 
Pacific railway 


resolution had been unanimously re- 
torted from the Pacific railway com- 
mittee and yet the chairman of the com- 
mittee had conducted the filibuster. 
It 


waa late in the session to begin opera- 
ions, Mr. Morgan said, however, there 
waa no disposition on the Democratic 
eido of tlio chamber to retaliate uKaiiiGt 
.he appropriation bills or the tariff bill 
vhen they came before tho eeiiate. Tim 
)cQiocratic senators would forbear from 
(porting to this miserable method of 
inuring, although they might be fully 
ustified in retaliating. 


Mr. Thureton of Nebraska responded 


t mt on all Pacific railway debates tlio 
Uahiima eenator '.Morgan) and hia aa- 
Bociiitt-a had insisted on occupying ull 
. le time when it was up at the last sea- 
bion. Turning to the 
110 inline roGolu- 


ion Mr. Thuraton said it was dosigtied 
o defeat the interests of the government 
n the guaranty that at lonat 1-15,01)0,000 
would he bid when the eulo of the rond 
occurred. 


Mr. Gear eaid he resented tho charges 


of Mr. Morgan as to filibustering. A 


uorum had not been there to consider 


this question and for this reason he had 
opposed considering it. 


Mr. Harris, the author of the reeolu- 


ion, spoke in support of it, arguing that 
. le government's interests would 
be 


mt in jeopardy if the proposed agree- 
neiit for the sale of the government lieu 
u the Union Paciiic was executed. 


Mr. Morgan further discussed tlio sub- 


cct, arguing that congreea retained a 
complete Control over the Pacific roads 
indor the lion originally created on the 
>art of the government, while the pend- 
ng foreclosure proceedings wore hased 
on tho erroneous assumption that the 
[ovomtucnt had a mere mortgage right. 


In closing Mr. Tliurston stated that 


no opposition, except in the way of 
neirativo votes, would be made to the 
Harris resolution tomorrow, but he ox- 
>resBed doubt whether the negative 
votes would be autticient to defeat the 
resolution. He felt, however, that its 
adoption would defeat the guaranty and 
)rovent tho government from ever get- 
ing within one-third aa much aa the 
;iiaranty would yield. 


The subject then went over, und at 5 


o'clock the senate went into executive 
sesoion and then adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, July 14. — When the 


house resumed its aeHnion after the re- 
cesa tnken yesterday, Mr. Henderson, 
ilepublican of Iowa, asked unanimous 
consent for the consideration of a joint 
resolution to permit tho erection of a

; IB statue of General Sherman, for the 
erection of which a contract had been 
made. There was no objection and the 
resolution wnn adopted. 


Mr. Caution moved non-concurrence 


in the senate amendment to the general 
deficiency bill, which camo over from 
tho senate today. 


Mr. Hepburn, Republican of Connec- 


ticut, asked if he would not permit a 
separate vote on the amendments relat- 
ing to armor plate. Mr. Cannon replied 
that the house would be given an oppor- 
tunity to express ita opinion on that 
subject, and with this assurance Mr, 
Hepburn withdrew his request. 


Tho motion prevailed and Messrs. 


Cannon, Northway and Hayes wore ap- 
pointed conferees. 


Mr. Morris, Republican of Minnesota, 


naked unanimous consent for tho con- 
sideration of a resolution to appropriate 
$10,000 of the unexpended balance of 
the appropriation for the Mississippi 
Hood sufferers for the relief of those who 
have been rendered destitute by the re- 
cent floods near Aiken, Minn. Objection 
was mado. 


At 12.30 the house adjourned until to- 


morrow. 


TARIFF CONFEREES. 


WASHINGTON, July 14. — The conferees 


on the tariff bill found themselves today 
apparently 
further apart than they 


were at the beginning of tho confer- 
ence. There was no immediate pros- 
pect of agreement, and more than ono 
member stated that the entanglement 
was such that tbe settlement might be 
indefinitely prolonged. They stated in 
a very reserved manner that there are 
numerous questions of difference, but 
refuse to go into details even to other 
senators and members. Nothing can 
be learned, although there have bean 
partial agreements, until sugar, lead 
and lumber can bedefinitely disposed ot. 


Tbo best reports represent the house 


conferees, with Speaker Reed behind 
them, as holding out for the house sugar 
schedule without any change whatever, 
and the senators as quite determined 
not to yield to this extent. The house 
conferees insist that this schedule must 
.be definitely fixed before other ques- 
tions shall he again taken up. 


Ono of tho questions nf secondary 


importance upon which sharp differ- 
ences have arisen is tho senate amend- 
ment for a stamp tax on stocks and 
bonds. The houeo raemhers oppose the 
amendment, but the senators, while not 
wedded to it, insist upon it as necessary 
for revenue. The JSOIJHO ie also resist- 
ing strenuously the 20 per cent duty 
placed upon hides and is at the came 
time persistently holding ont for a 
restoration of gunny bugs, cotton ties, 
etc., to tbe dutiable list. 


The senate conferees ft re disposed to 


object to the efforts of Speaker Heed to 
influence the action of the conferees. 
Tho senators are inclined to construe 
the speaker's participation in the pro- 


ceedings as unwelcomed and are appar- 
ently more determined than before his 
attitude was known to hold out for the 
senate figures. The contending forces 
011 the wool schedule, the carpet maim* 
facturers and the wool growers outside 
the conference, have practically reached 
an agreement which it ie presumed will 
be ratified by the conferees. 


The conferees remained in session un- 


til 6 o'clock today and then adjourned 
until tomorrow, omitting 
the usual 


evening seeeion. They bad not reached 
a point where they could call in the 
Democratic conferees, but all eaid pro- 
gress bad been made. 
It W:>B impossi- 


ble to say whether the sen site or the 
houae had the advantage of the day's 
work. Both aides looked weary and 
troubled. 


The outlook for a Qua agreement was 


said to be at n great distance.

HANDY WITH THE GLOVES. 


The famouH case from Clovia. which 


grow out of a charivari of a newly wed- 
ded couple, was tried by u jury before 
Justice Ht. John in thia city yesterday, 
and "Snot" McOlung, tho constable of 
that town, who waa the defendant, was 
acquitted of a charge of disturbing tbe 
peace. Kobert 15. L. Good WBH the 
complainant, and it waa he and hia wife 
whoso nuptial slutubera tlio man who io 
sworn to enforce the law and others had 
rudely and maliciously disturbed, ac- 
cording to thocomplainant'sallegatioue. 
But tho jury took a different view of 
the matter, and arrived at a verdict of 
not guilty on the first ballot. 


The proceedinga of the trial were 


_ighly interesting, and the court room 
was filled with spectators. The prose- 
cution waa conducted by Deputy District 
Attorney Fremau and Judge George It. 
Graham, who had been specially em- 
ployed by Mr. Good. Judge Harris de- 
feuded. While the testimony waa of an 
entertaining nature, tho trial was en- 
livened by frequent clashes between the 
two judges, who were opposing attor- 
neys. Judge Harris seemed particularly 
impatient, and the passages between 
him and Judge Graham were at timcaof 
an acrimonious nature. Tbe "venerable" 
Judge Graham, an his opponent termed 
him, was, of course, endeavoring to im* 
picBB the jury with tho fact that newly 
wedded couples rauat not he disturbed. 


But Judge HarriB likened a cbarivari 


to a Fourth of July celebration, when 
patriotism and good will abound, and 
explosions rend the air. 
He did not 


consider that aucu a disturbance of a 
newly married couple was malicious, 
aud it was over this point particularly 
that the two judgaa daubed. 


Deputy District Attorney Freman ex- 


plained the caeo to tho taleomen, stating 
that the defendant, Mr. McOlung, wae 
charged with diBtnrbine the peace on or 
about the 19th of last month at the town 
'of Clovia. Mr. Freman read tho com* 
plaint in the case, which ho said, em- 
braced all the points of tho prosecution 
In thie document Mr. Good alleged that 
Mr. McOluiiK "did willfully, unlawfully 
und mnliuiously disturb the peace and 
quiet of complainant and Amy Good by 
loud and umiBual noisu by shooting and 
firing ot several shots from a gun, by 
striking 
the sides of 
coniplninant'u 


house with clubs, by beating tin pans 
and tin cane with sticks of wood, alt ol 
which aaitl/uctB were maliciously done 
in the hearing and in tbo immediate 
presence of complainant uml aaid Am\j 
Good, and with tho intent then ami 
there to maliciously disturb the peace 
and quiet of complainant and Amy 
Good." 


The selection of a jury then proceeded 


and was quickly accomplished. Charles 
Schweizer, a talesman, eaid that he 
know the defendant, and did not think 
that he had participated In the charivari 
with any malicious purpose. "And I 
think that 1 would lean in Mr. Me- 
Clung'a favor," volunteered tho tales* 
man, "because I know tbe rnun and that 
he wouldn't intentionally do anything 
wrong." Of course thia decisive state- 
ment was sufficient, and Mr. Schwel/.er 
was excused froni acting on the jury. 


When aeked if he knew what a 


charivari was W. T. Rice replied to 
Judge Harris that he "had bncn there 
many times." "On which side?" quar- 
ried Attorney Freinnn, lamid laughter. 
"On both," answered Mr. Jtice. Then 
Mr. Ulco said that before ho would con- 
vict tho defendant it would have to hn 
proven to him that McOlung started out 
with the intention of actmn maliciously 
in tiie charivari. The prosecution con- 
sidered that thie statement wna Eiilli

mined from the acts of the defendant. 


Judge Harris appeared to b« very 


jimch disgusted with Judge Graham'H 
idea of tho law. "Your honor, I must 
confess," ho enid, "that I am pommvlmt 
impitient wlmn n grny liainul inamiW 
of tbo bar like Judge Graham makes 
ennh a statement of tho law. I think 
that Mr. Rice (thu tradesman) is a but- 
ter lawyer thnu he ia. Judge Graham 
doesn't state the law correctly," averred 
Judge Harris. 


Judge Graham replied poaitively Unit 
we won't bo bluffed out of this case," 


nnd then wont on to argue tho point. 
He contended tlmt it was not necH6n»ry 
to prove the fact of mitlico, but that it 
could ho implied from tho circumatfinnci 
of the offonao. 
For instance, tho jiuliv 


cited that a man who became drunk tind 
made a big noise in n community wns 
guilty of dioturhing the peace, although 
he had 
malice against 
no one in 


particular. An act cannot bo nn in- 
fraction of the law unless it ia com- 
mitted with malice, und tho prosecution 
waa trying to abow that the Clovia con- 
stable was malicious in his nets towards 
the hymeneal couple. 


J ml no Harris argued that tho multon 


must be plainly proven. "Why," he 
eaid, "if tho perpetration of a joke, sucli 
p.a thia charivari waa, can carryQwith it 
the implication of malice, then you could 
convict Dr. Maupin in here forty times ft 
day of disturbing the peace." 


Tho special counsel for the prosecu- 


tion replied pointedly that tho defend- 
ant's attorney waa trying to deceive the 
jury on the law in regard to tho malice 
connected with an offence. 


Justice St. John upheld the conten-

Arthur McAfee, a bright 14- 
year-old boy, attended the charivari 
with the "gang," and Mr. McOlung was 
the leader of the crowd. The defendant

heating a piece of a waeh-tub. 


fie had brought two or throe guns 
which he gave to different parties to 
lira. Whenever there would be a cessa- 
tion of tho shooting McOlung would 
command, "give them the other barrel." 


The hoy Haw Mr. Good come out on 


the porch. The crowd demanded that 
he treat, but instead ho ordered them 
oft the place. Here another sharp col- 
loquy broke out between Judges Gra< 
ham and Harris. 


Tho testimony of the boy concluded 


the case for tho prosecution, and Mr. 
McClung then went upon tho eturnl iu 
his own behalf. He said that the ob- 
ject of himself aud friunde in giving Mr. 
Good and wife a charivari wan to "hnve 
a gouil Unit) and nivo tho couple n Bend- 
off." 
The witness fluid it wan an old 


time "habit" tn auruiwdn newly mar- 
ried people.

The 
crowd had gathered at tho saloon, and 
tho witnesa told tlio men to have a good 
time, hut not injure any property or ueo 
any ohsiione language. 


Vol McAfee, ft young man, wftfl fit the 


paloou, when the err.wd orgnnixed and 
he heard Constable McOlung tell tho 
cerenaders not to flo any damntza at tho 
house. Tho witness heard Mr. Good 
when he came out upon the porch the 
first time and ordered the crowd away. 
Mr. Good called the men cure. 


Thie tiniaiied tlio testimony, and the 


attorneys waived argument. JuflticeSt. 
John instructed the jury, find after five 
minuton' deliberation it found the de- 
fendant not guilty.

Supervisor Smith States His 


Views. 


THE BOAlll) IS VKRY CAUEFUL 


But tlifi UudPKprviiur Sometimes liel

When tho supervisors liave finished 


Bitting as » board ul equalization they 
will probably (live Llio question of pro- 
viding tor ludigents considerable atten- 
tion. Tho demands upon the county 
bavu boon heav'or than usual the past 
three inonthB, and ns IODK ae a montl: 


' ago the bonrd decided to see il some bet1 


tor method ol dealing with this matter 
could not be found. Supervisor Smith 
waa questioned yesterday by a KKI-UKI.I- 
CAN reportor concerning the expense ol 
caring for outside iudigente, and the 
official a poke as follows: 


"The expense to tho county of caring 


for indigonts outside of public institu- 
tions is considerable, hut the hoard has 
been and ie doing all in its power to 
keep it within limita. This is one of 
the most dilhcult matters the board has 
to deal with, one that requires much 
time and labor on our part; and we try 
to perform our duty in a manner thai 
will be just both to the poor and those 
who have to support them. So far ] 
have heard of no complaints on the par! 
ol any tax-payers. 


"By far the greater number of per- 


sons who receive financial aid from the 
county are women, and nearly all o 
them "are widows or "grass-widows,' 
women who have been deserted by their 
worthless husbands. 
There are also 


Borne very old women and men on the 
indigent list. Moat of the women have 
children, the number ranging all the 
way from two to eight. It certainly 
docs not impress me aa extravagant in 
the board to allow a destitute family of 
tire or sis memberfl $10 or eo a month. 


"We examine aa carefully as possible 


the case of every applicant for eaeist- 
•nee who appeara before the board. We 
try to find out tlie circumstances that 
brought tbem to their dependent condi- 
tion, get what information we can con- 
cern inn their character, assure ouraelve? 
that they are deserving, and then allow 
them a aum which, supplemented by 
their own efforts, will maintain them. 
There are eorne, of course, entirely in 
capable of doing anything for them 
aelvefl. When we find out that a pen- 
aioner IB again able to look out for him- 
self, the allowance is canceled. 


"That we are sometimes taken in, is 


quite possible. Tlie people who prefer 
to live by tbe sweat ot other puoplo'e 
brows are very cunning and tricky, and 
there is nothing surprising in our being 
deceived once in u while by such 
per- 


sons. But when the board discovers 
that advantage has been taken of it, no 
time is lost in cutting off tbe allowance. 


On thn wholt) such cases are not fre- 


quent and it does not take long for the 
fraud to be discovered. Knowing, HB 
tbe board does, how prone eome people 
are to think tbe county otvea them n 
living, its members exercise the greatest 
care in investigating those who apply 
lor help, sn it oncu in a while an un- 
worthy person aele on the 
Hat it ie 


not because the board has failed in Us 
duty. 


"I wish to make clear one point in 


particular. It ia sometimes asked why 
the indigents are not, sent to the county 
institutions, 'tue place where they be- 
long,' aa it is put. 
The chief reason the 


board fails and refuses to do this is, in 
mofitcaaea, because of the expense. I 
should aay that it does not, on the 
whole, coet over one-third of as much to 
care for them on tbe outside ae it 
would if they were sent to tbe hospital, 
poor farm or orphanage. Suppose tbe 
cftBO ot a woman and tier family ol three 
children. They are destitute and de- 
serving, and the board must do some- 
thing for them. The woman can per- 
haps make a few dollar? a month by 
working hard. The board allows her 
(12, and that added to tbe little ehe 
earns will enable her and the children 
to get a roof over their heads and 
enough to keep body and soul together. 
Now, to send the woman to the poor 
farm and the children to tbe orphanage, 
would cost the countv from |2B to $30 a 
month. It ie clear from this that the 
county eaves by providing for such cases 
outside the public institutions. There 
are of course persona who properly be- 
long in the institutions, and they gener 
ally find their way there. To send all 
applicants 
for 
aid there, 
however 


would soon necessitate the erection o 
an additional building. We pay (10 fo 
each child at the orphanage under on 
year of age and (0 for tbe care of eacl 
child over that age. The cost of cariu 
for a person at the hospital or poor farm 
is from (8 to $10. 


"Another point to be considered in 


tbie connection is that most mothers do 
not wish to be separated from thei: 
children,and others object to entering i 
public institution themselves. It ma; 
be very wicked for these women to he B< 
proud and to refuse to be parted from 
their little ones, but if they will be tha 
way yet need help and are worthy i 
every other renpect, what ia to be don 
about it? Separate them hy force, o 
leave them starve? However, we ar 
not called upon to civc any heed to sen

Supervisor Bay re, cbairmau ol the 


>oud, here entered the room where Mr. 
Jmiih aud tbu reporter were sitting, and 
ipon beloft told the subject of conversa- 
tion expressed himself to much tbe 
same effect SB Mr. Smith. Mr. Sayre 
eaid that tbe boaid was observing; all 
poBBihle care in providing for indigenta 
Hud would continue to do BO. He ex 
iroseed tho opinion that in this eu< 
ightvned century a civilized community 
muBt not permit its poor to starve. 
Humanity required tbat those in ueetl 
of food and unable to earn a living 
should receive a helping haud, and if an 
unworthy person imposed on the board 
once in a whilu better eo than tliat by 
nny fault of theirs a worthy ono should 
be permitted to starve. 


Mr. Smith here told of a case that 


liad come under Supervisor Manly'e no- 
tice recently. It was that of n family 
in destitute circumstances, but who 
were too proud to ask lor aid. Some 
neighbors reported tbe matter to Mr. 
Manly, who inveetigatBd the case aud 
found the popple on the verge of starva- 
tion. The night preceding tho titty Mr. 
Manly visited the family tbe children 
had cried for food all ni^ht long. The 
father had been eick and unable to 
work. The family were allowed tempor- 
ary relief. 


"About a month ago," said Mr. y r a , 


"Chairman Say re suggested that eome 
kind of a printed application form be 
gotten up by tbe board. All persons 
applying for aid from the county would 
have to fill out these blanks, giving 
their full names, ages, places of resi- 
dence and such other particulars as the 
board might require. The application 
of each would have to be signed by ten 
or twelve freeholders living 
in tbe 


neighborhood vouching lor the worthi- 
ness of the applicant. This, together 
with such investigations as tbe board 
might make, would undoubtedly mini* 
inize fraud, and the board will probably 
adopt eome euch plan. We have not 
been able to get to work on this matter 
since the time mentioned because we 
have been very busy thie session, but 
will take it ap wbeo we meet again as 
a board of supervisors. There appears 
to be some doubt in the minds of a very 
few people as to the right of tbe super- 
visors to provide for any person outside 
of tbe county institutions, bat a most 
cursory glance at the law ought to sat- 
isfy them that we are authorized to do 
this." 


The Expositor last evening gave the 


name of Mrs. Hattie Jumper as one of 
the undeserving persons who ie receiv- 
ing aid from tbe county. Mrs. Jumper 
receives ?5 a month from the county for 
caring for a little son of Mrs. Solomon. 
As it would cost the county at least ?'3 
a month if the child were in the orphan- 
ace, it is not very clear where the county 
osee by the transaction.
